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purge units aided by the local public security bureau, ‘These units were 
compelling all businessmen, the main target of the five-anti's movement, to 
write confessions beginning with an early age and continuing to the present. 
Through these confessions, a large number of businessmen were found to have 
doubtful backgrounds or to be unlawfully in business. All such persors were 
either jailed or forced to repent.
